a patient support surface for supporting a patient /uring a medical procedure;

a monitor displaying medical information renting to a medical procedure; 

a pivot arm having a first end connected t/ said base and a second end connected 
to said monitor; and 

a pivot release member provided on afrie of said monitor and said pivot arm for 
releasably securing said monitor and said j^ot arm at predetermined angular positions 
with respect to said base; 

wherein said patient table comprises a patient support surface which will support 
a patient in at least two examination positions for a medical procedure, said pivot arm 
orienting said monitor in a first /^redetermined angular position parallel to the 
longitudinal axis of the table and another position at a second predetermined angular 
position perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the table. 

2. (Original) The paftient table of claim 1, wherein said pivot release member 
includes a handle section and apelease trigger proximate one another to allow a user to 
grip said handle and release me trigger with the same hand to release the pivot arm and 
move said monitor relative t£> said base. 

3. (Original) /The patient table of claim 2, wherein said pivot release member 
is located on the end of jaid pivot arm proximate to said monitor. 

4. (Original) The patient table of claim 1, wherein said pivot arm further 
comprises a fixed arjjn connected to said first end of said pivot arm and to said base. 
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said pivot release member

6. (Original) The patient table of claim 1, wherein said pivot release member 
further comprises a hydraulic spring for locking said pivot arm at said predefined angular 
positions and a hydraulic line extending between said ftydraulic spring and a trigger 
proximate said monitor, said trigger selectively restri/ting the flow of hydraulic fluid 
through said hydraulic spring to lock said hydraulidspring at said predetermined angular 
positions. / 

7. (Original) The patient table of cLaim 1, wherein said patient table is a 
urological table. /

9. (Original) The patient table of claim 1, wherein said patient table 
comprises a patient support surface whim will support a patient in at least two 
examination positions, said pivot arm orienting said monitor at a predetermined angular 
position facing a side of the patient support surface and a second predetermined angular 
position facing an end of the patienysupport surface. 

10. (Original) The patient table of claim 1 wherein said pivot arm is a moving 
mechanism. / 

1 1 . (Original) A urology table comprising: 

a patient support sur/ace with opposed ends along a longitudinal axis with 
opposed sides transverse Xa said longitudinal axis; 

a monitor displawg medical information relating to a medical procedure; 

a movable support member having a first end mounted to said patient support 
surface and a secondyend mounted to said monitor, at least one of said ends being 
movable relative Xok corresponding one of said monitor and patient support surface to 



5. (Original) The patient table of claim 1, whereij 
further comprises a hydraulic spring for locking said pivot ; 
positions. 
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move said monitor between a first and second viewing positions/ said monitor facing one 
of said sides when in said first viewing position, said monitor yicing one of said ends 
when in said second viewing position. 

12. (Original) The urology table of claim 11, \^erein said urology table 
further comprises a hydraulic spring for locking said mo^tble support member at, at 
least, one of said first and second viewing positions. 

1 3 . (Original) The urology table of claim A 1 , wherein said urology table 
further comprises a hydraulic spring for locking said'movable support member at, at 
least, one of said first and second viewing positions and a hydraulic line extending 
between said hydraulic spring and a trigger proximate said monitor, said trigger 
selectively restricting the flow of hydraulic fluic/through said hydraulic spring to lock 
said hydraulic spring at, at least, one of said fiifet and second viewing positions. 

14. (Original) The urology table/of claim 1 1 , wherein said movable support

further comprises a release control renjptely located that releases said movable support 
member. 

16. (Original) A uroWy table comprising: 

a patient support surfac^supporting a patient in at least two positions, a first 
position where the patient is lying vertically on the patient support surface and the second 
position where the patient is slitting up horizontally; 

a monitor displaying medical information relating to a medical procedure; 

a movable support member having a first end mounted to said.patient support 
surface and a second ena mounted to said monitor, at least one of said ends being 
movable relative to a corresponding one of said monitor and patient support surface to 
move said monitor b^veen a first and second viewing positions, in a first viewing 
position said monitor facing one direction when the patient is vertical, and in said second 
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viewing position said monitor facing perpendicular to said first viewing position when 
the patient is horizontal. 

17. (Original) The urology table of claim 16, wherein said uroloj#^ :able 
further comprises a hydraulic spring for locking said movable support nj^fhber at, at 
least, one of said first and second viewing positions. 

18. (Original) The urology table of claim 16, wher^n said urology table 
further comprises a hydraulic spring for locking said movable support member at, at 
least, one of said first and second viewing positions aq^a hydraulic line extending 
between said hydraulic spring and a trigger proxirratfe said monitor, said trigger 
selectively restricting the flow of hydraulic fluM^hrough said hydraulic spring to lock 
said hydraulic spring at, at least, one of said/first and second viewing positions. 

19. (Original) The urologWable of claim 16, wherein said movable support 
member comprises a fixed arm and/a pivot arm. 

20. (Original) The/urology table of claim 16, wherein said urology table 
further comprises a releas^ontrol remotely located that releases said movable support 
member. 

21. (Ne&) The patient table of claim 1, wherein said monitor is over said 
patient in said second predetermined position. 

22/ (New) The patient table of claim 1 1 , wherein said monitor is over said 
patient^n said second predetermined position. 

23. (New) The patient table of claim 16, wherein said monitor is over said 
patient in said second predetermined position. 
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
